A REJIAKKAIJI.K SHOWISO. 


That the administration of the coun- 


try's finances, under Eepablioan rulf, 
has been to the credit nnd glory of the 
country is best shown by tne faota, as 
gleaned from a synopsis lately published 
by the San Francisco Bulletin, and 
from which it 
appears 
that 
great 


changes have occurred in the bonded 
debt ol the United States during the 
past two years, both in the amount and 
in the description and rate of interest. 
Two years ago there was $196,378,600 
of debt bearing 6 per cent, interest. 
Moat of this debt was created iri 1861 
aud 1863, which became payable June 
30, 1881. There was also a small 
amount of Oregon war debt payable on 
tha same date. Not a dollar of that 
$196,378,600 of 6'per cent, debt exists 
to-day in that form. 
Most of it was 


paid off, and the remainder of it was 
exchanged for the 3 per cents, of July, 
1882. 
Two years ago there was $456,- 


022,950 in bonds bearing 5 per cent. 
This amount beoame due and payable 
on ICay 1, 1881. 
Tha holders did not 


want the money, and »co«pted 3% per 
•cent, bonds instead. 
These in turn 


hare all been converted into 3 per cent. 
bonds of July, 1882, or paid off, except 
$45,948,100. It is probable that the 
nest call for bonds will takeiu. this bal- 
AUOO, leaving holders the optiou of cash 
•or 3 per cent, bonds. The highest rate 
of interest which the Government now 
pays is 4/-a per cent, and it pays that 
rate only on $250,000,000. Over 50 por 
cent, of the bonded debt bears only 1 
per cent, interest. Unfortunately, this 
portion of the debt cannot be disturbed 
for 24 years. It is now seen that it was 
a mistake to have issued so much of the 
debt in 30 year bonds, or even 20 year 
bonds. If the 4% and 4 per cent 
bonds were now redeemable, the whole 
amount could easily be converted into 
3% per cent, bonds, payable at the 
option of the Government, and possibl; 
into 3 per cent, bonds. The whol 
bonded debt of the United States to-da; 
does not average more than 3% per cent 
The following table shows the change 
ia the bonded debt during tho past tw 
years :

CANDIDATES FOB 1884. 


The New York Sun, unquestionably 


the ablest manufacturer of Presidential 
tickets now in tut field, takes a new 
turn at tho business from observations 
made since the adjournmentof Congress. 
On the Republican aide, in the first 
place, it oouqts out General Grant, Mr. 
Conkling and Mr. Blaine, trad then it 
disposes of John Sherman and Mr. 
Wiurlom in the same unceremonious 
manner. Possibly its opinion of the 
availability of the last-named gentleman 
would bo different if he had not,. failed 
of a re-election to the senate. The 
only Republican of the earlier period 
who impresses the Sun as of any mag- 
nitude at present is Senator Edmunds, 
and ho is cast aside as unavailable for 
the rsason that he comes from a small 
Republican State whose vote, not very 
important anyway, is sare for the party, 
let the candidate be wh o he may, Tho 
nomination of Mr. Edmunds, it thinks, 
would add nothing to the strength of 
the Republicans "in the great Middle 
States, where they must get votes or 
perish."'

order" are Harrison, Allison, Hawley, 
Logan, -Dawes, 
Don Carneron 
and 


Ingalls. 


Forecasting a Cabinet. 
GOEGGEL'S ADVERTISEMENT. 


Home Democrats are so sanguine of 


carrying the next Presidential election, 
with ex-Senator McDonald, of, Indiana, 
as their candidate, that they have al- 
ready outlined for him a Cabinet, which 
is arranged in this manner: Secretary 
ot State, Thos. A. Hendrioks of Indiana; 
Secretary of War, W. 8. Roseorans of 
California; Postmaster-General, John 
B. Gordon of Georgia; Attorney-Gen- 
eral, E. W. Valis of Wisconsin; Secre- 
tary of the Navy, William H. Eaton of 
Connecticut; Secretary of the Interior, 
George H. Breokenridge of Arkansas. 
Tho only doubt expressed as to thase 
selections is the possibility of Mayor 
Harrison, of,Chicago, being substituted 
for General Rosaorana as Secretary of 
War. The Call «ayu this information 
comes early; but politicians ore always 
anxious to forestall public opinion, in 
tho hope of directing it into a channel 
to suit their aspirations. Such a thing 
as Mr. McDonald being the next Presi- 
dent of tne United States might occur, 
but it seems premature even to name 
the gentleman who will be the candi- 
date of the party at the present time.

From this list the names of 


Logan, Dawes, and Cameron might 
safely be eliminated. They are not 
reckoned of Presidential stature where 
they aro known best. Ingalls, however, 


ie Sun thinks, "possesses the talents 
ut of which an original aud 
effective 


talesman might be made;" but unless 
lis attitnda ou the tariff question has 
>een misunderstood, there are objec- 
;ions to his candidacy more serious 
han the one mentioned by the Sun, 
which is, that "his slashing style of at- 
ack has made him foes." 


Leaving 
the Republicans in tho 


lurch without any really satisfactory 
candidate, the Sun goes on to rejoice 
o/er the plentiful supply of material 
which looms up on the Democratic side. 
Mr. Tildeu, whose "matchless intellect- 
ual qualifications, vast knowledge of 
public questions aud entire identifica- 
tion with the vital principles of Democ- 
racy, render him the most eminent 
among living American statesmen," is 
sorrowfully counted out because he 
ia not "in such a state of physical vigor 
as to be able to endure the toils and 
fatigues which will weigh down the 
strength of a reforming President," and 
the three tidal-wave Governors—Butler, 
Cleveland and 
Pattison—are shoved 


aside with compliments; but the old 
war horses appear to come out strong. 
"There is the veteran Thurman, of 
Ohio, a man of high quality and wide 
experience, learned, able, imbued*with 
•Democratic ideas;" and besides him, 
Hendncks and McDonald, of Indiana, 
and Palmer, of Illinois, "either of 
whom would be likely to make a re- 
spectable President, and Palmer would 
be likely to make a brilliant one." 
It 


is true that Palmer seems to be a good 
deal of a man among Democrat's, but 
the Republicans, when h» belonged to 
their party, uasd to reckon him in the 
category of secoud or third rate men. 
Mr. Bayard, of Delaware, the Sun 
would have thrown overboard for the 
same reason as Edmunds, of Vermont, 
his little State being sure for his party 
anyway and his nomination not being 
likely to influence votes largely in other 
States. David Davis the Sun thinks 
would make an excellent President if it 
were not for that unhappy circumstance 
that he can be neither nominated uor 
elected. 


Tilden, like Jackson, may be voted 


for after he is dead, by many Demo- 
crats, but he can never get elected while 
living, ns the Field family and boss 
Kelly will not allow him to carry New 
York, and without New York neither 
Sammy nor his ghost can have the least 
chance of success. Furthermore it is a 
matter of great doubt whether any Dem- 
ocratic candidate can carry the solid 
aouth at tho next Presidential election, 
which makes Democratic success in 
1884 still more uncertain.
